OnIGIN oF THE SONG “Dixie's LAND.” 
—Prof. L. Vou Meyerlioit,of the Raleigh 
Female ,Seminary, in a letter to the 


Charlotte Observer, says : 
“I do not wish to spoil a pretty i!u- 
sion but the real truth is, that ‘Dixie’ 


is known among all great composers in 
Germany, 23 an indiggenoue sorthern 


refrain. It was, seventy-five years ago 
one of the every-day allusions of the 
New York boys in all their out-door 
ports, And no one ever heard of Dix- 
e’s Land being other than Manhattan 
sland until recently, when it has been 
rroneously supposed to refer to the 
outh from its connection with pathet- 
c negro allevory. When slavery exis- 
ed in New York, our “Dixy” owned a 
arge tract of land on Manhattan Island 
nda Jarge number of slaves. The in- 
rease of the siaves, and the increase of 
he abolition sentiment caused an em- 
ivration of the slaves to more thorough 
and secure slave sections; and the ne- 
eroes who were thus sent off (many be- 
ing born there,) naturally looked back 
to their old homes, where they 
had lived in clover, with feelings of ree 
gret, as they could not imagine apy 
place like “Dixy’s.” 

Thence, it became synonymous with an 
ideal locality, combining ease, comfort, 
and iaterial happiness of every des- 
cription. In those days negro singing 
avd minstrelsy were in their infancy, 
and any subjects that could be wrought 
into @ baliard was earyerly picked up. 
This was the case with “ Dixie.” It 
originated 1n New York, and assumed 
the proportions of a song there. In its 
travels it has been enlarged, and has 
gathered moss.” It has picked up a 
“ note” here and there. A “chorus” has 
been added:to it; and, from an indis- 
tinct “chant ” of two or three notes, it 
has become an elaborate melody. But 
the fact that it is not a Southern song 
“cannot be rubbed out.” The fallacy 
isso popular to the contrary, that I 
have thus been at pains to state the real 
origin of it.”

MIDNIGHT DISPATCHES. 


Washington News—Investigation in- 
— Loss of the Steamer Wawas- 
_ Wasurtnetox, Aug. 12.-—The follow- 
ing telegram was received today at 
headquarters of the army ; 


“CHICAGO, ILL., Aug. 11. 
Gen. W. T. Sherman: 


There is now sufficient evidence to 
confirm the unofficia! rt of the fight 
between the Sioux and Pawnees on the 
Republican river in the southwestern 
corner of Nebraska. The Pawnees 
was utterly defeated. Their loans is 
greater than first reported. The Sioux 
engaged were, I think, the baads of 
Ogallaos, Brutes and Red Clouds. 

(Signed) P. H, SHERIDAN, 

Lieutenant General.” 

Additional reports from the scene of 
the Wawasset disaster place the lost at 
72. The triends ot iel Lynch, a” 
tailor doing business in this city, are 
certain that he was among the lost. 
Judging from the description of an un- 
injured man, published yesterday, 
Lynch was engaged to be married to a 
widow lady who, with her two chil- 
dren, were also among the lost. 

The investigation of the cause of the 
disaster will begin to-morrow, and 
will assume the form of a suit against 
the owners of the Wawasset by the 
Surveying Inspector. It appears that 
on her last eventful trip the owners of the 
Wawassett tailed to to ask or receive a 
special permit to carry more passengers 
than her certificate of inspection 
allowed. If the owners h been 
granted such a request they would 
have been compelled to have procured 
an additional outfit. In the matter of 
an extra license, the owners having neg- 
lected to procure that necessary paper, 
have violated the law, the penalty of 
which is a fine of ten dollars per pas- 
senger, and the Company to refund the 
passage money. It is stated that the 
owners will also be prosecatea for carry- 
ing an excursion without a license. 
Commodore Rose, Inspector of Hulls, 
will conduct tlie investigation, Mr. 
Rose will be assisted by John E. Edgar, 
Inspector of boilers at Norfolk, both 
of whom are old and experienced in- 
spectors, and entirely disinterested in 
the duty. In this connection the fol- 
lowing order was issued to-day :

Srr :—‘In view of the fact that the 
local Inspsctiors at Baltimore made 
the last inspection of the ill-fated 
steamer Wawasett, and in order that 
the Government may avail itself of their 
services as witnesses in the investiga- 
tion to be made concerning the disaster
